The  Pool  Room*  u Curse  to  Industry. 

The  Picayune  has  long  been  impressed 
with  the  ban. -ful  influence  ol  a legalized  and 
protected  system  of  gambling  which  is  car- 
ried on  in  this  community,  and  which 
swallows  up  a vast  amount  of  money, 
without  bringing  any  benefit  to  the  com- 
munity in  any  way.  This  is  the  poolroor* 
gambling,  the  most  pernicious  of  its  class. 

Political  economy  teaches  that  the  pros- 
perity ot  States  is'  dependent  upon  the 
prosperity  of  the  communities  which  com- 
pose those  States,  and  of  course  the  pros- 
perity of  the  communities  is  dependent 
upon  the  prosperity  ol  the  individuals 
which  confpose  such  communities. 

Impoverish  any  single  individual  in  a 
community,  and  sooner  or  later  it  aflects 
the  welfare  of  many  others  and  over  * 
wide  region. 

Each  community  has  its  workers  and  its 
drones,  and  where  the  latter  bear  a large 
proportion  to  the  number  of  the  lormer  the 
entire  community  suffers  more  or  less.  The 
old  question,  “Am  I my  brother’s  keeper?!’ 
must  be  often  answered  by  an  industrial 
part  of  the  community  in  the  affirmative, 
when  the  burden  of  almshouses,  hospitals, 
asylums  and  jails  are  taken  into  consider- 
ation. The  workers  of  a community  are 
necessarily  those  who  minister  to  thie 
physical  or  material  wants  and  the  intel- 
lectual or  moral  needs  of  their  fellow-men. 
To  this  extent  a worker  is  a producer,  file 
adds  property  to  the  material  wealth  qr 
intellectual  culture  and  power  to  ttye 
moral  life  of  mankind. 

The  poolroom  proprietor  docs  neither. 
On  the  contrary,  he  is  not  only  a mischiev- 
ous drone  himself,  but  he  makes  drones 
oat  of  thousands  of  other  people  by  luring 
them  with  a baseless  hope  of  getting  rich 
without  working,  and  these  deluded 
drones  "who  toil  not,  neither  do  the^ 
spin,”  sooner  or  later  liecome  a charge  on 
their  more  industrious  brethren. 

In  order  to  gain  some  idea  of  the  vast 
amount  of  money  required  to  enable  the 
poolrooms  to  prey  upon  the  community 
and  become  rich  without  performing  any 
useful  service  or  contributing  in  any  way 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  country  or  to  its 
government,  the  Picayune  has  been  at 
some  pains  to  obtain  the  information 
which  is  given  below,  and  it  will  astonish 
those  who  have  given  the  matter  no 
thought  to  hear  that  no  less  than  a mil- 
lion dollars  is  the  amount  which  the  peo- 
ple of  New  Orleans  pay  to  keep  up  this 
gambling  evil  which  flourishes  in  broad 
daylight  under  the  protection  of  the  lavy. 

There  are  no  v in  New  Orleans  six  large 
pool  rooms.  How  many  of  the  multitude 
of  smaller  barroom  poolrooms,  in  blast 
during  the  recent  race-meet,  still  survive, 
cannot  be  stated.  The  staff  of  each  of  - 
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these  six  large  poolrooms,  including  that 
of  their  25  cents  book,  and  theii  runners 
and  police  attendance,  is  about  twenty 
men.  A low  estimate  of  the  w*ges  paid 
these  employes  by  each  poolroopi  would 
be  $75  a day.  The  telegraph  sijrvice  for 
each  set  of  far-away  race*  is  supposed  to 
cost  them  $25.  They  usually  bike  and 
post  the  races  from  three  tracks  This 
would  add  about  $75  a day  mort  to  their 
expenses  Lights,  fans,  rent  and  station- 
ery  probably  swell  the  expenses  of  each 
room  at  least  $25  a day  more.  Ehch  pool- 
room has  probably  $10,000  invested  in 
capital  and  fixtures.  OC  that  it  i$  necessa- 
ry to  take  account.  Taking  thf  current 
expenses  of  each  room  at  $175  pejr  day,  or 
a total  expense  for  313  days  of  tljc  year  of 
$54,775,  and  multiplying  this  byjsix  pool- 
rooms,  yon  have  a total  of  $32^,650  a 
year,  for  operating  expenses  aloac,  which 
the  public,  the  bettors,  have  topakr.  They 
have  to  pay,  besides,  a large  pru|fit  to  the 
men  who  run  the  business,  as  these  men 
are  not  operating  their  establishments  for 
their  health.  It  would  lie  far  inside  of  the 
i true  figures  of  the  expenses  and  profits 
which  the  poolroom  proprietors  Kv in  each 
year  from  an  unsuspecting  public  to  ap- 
proximate the  total  sum  tbereoflat  a half 
million  dollars. 

Think  of  this,  good  citizens  of{  New  Or- 
leans. Over  $1,500  a clay  thgs  spent, 
wasted,  lost— aye,  worse  than  Ipst,  and 
generally  by  men  of  small  meanf,  whose 
wives  and  little  children  have  often  little 
to  eat  and  less  to  wear,  because  tlje  vortex 
of  the  poolrooms  has  swalloxycd  their 
means  of  subsistence! 

But  this  is  not  all,  or  nearly  all. i In  each 
room,  in  absolute  idleness,  straining  their 
minds  and  fixing  their  eye*  on  the  vuryinjt 
odds  of  the  figures  on  a blackboard,  poi- 
soning their  lungs  with  foisl  air  and  tobac- 
co smoke,  in  utter  oblivion  of  all  caste  ot 
racial  or  social  differences,  are  each  day 
herded  together  for  hours,  several  hundred 
bettors,  or  would-be  bettors.  A Jow  aver- 
age estimate  of  these  crowds  would  lie  !c.»0 
men  in  all,  whose  earning  capacity,  if  em- 
ployed, would  be  at  least  $2,5(J<)  a day, 
but  whose  habits  not  only  make  labor  dis- 
tasteful to  them  now,  but  largely  unfit 
them  for  reliaole  or  steady  work;  in  the  fu- 
ture. The  loss  of  the  earning  capacity  ol 

these  present  drones,  therefore,  amounts  to 
nearly  one  million  dollar*  a yeaf,  an<*  *** 
poolroom  evil,  besides  costing  the  above 
losses  of  a half  million,  and  a million  d , 
lars,  takes  out  of  the  channels  of  the  legiti- 
mate trade  not  only  the  large  capital  in 
vested  by  the  poolrooms  in  their  business, 
but  thousands  and  thousands  ol  doll*0 
due  grocers  and  landlords  and  «.  1< >tbmg 
merchants  and  others,  by  men  wbochoo* 
to  gamble  on  the  poolroom  raers  rat 
than  work,  live  honestly  and  jay 
debts. 

It  is  not  proposed  to  question  the  rig 
of  men  who  have  no  obligations  Vesting  * 
them  to  support  their  fantilies  or  pay  1 
debts,  to  squander  their  money'  a*  1 • 
may,  but  the  poolroom  gamblers  are 
of  that  independent  class.  On  t^e  c0°* 
ry,  every  dollar  so  thrown  awaj  by  i 
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virtually  deprives  someone  with  just 
claims  upon  them  of  needed  supporfl  or  it 
virtually  defrauds  creditors.  It  iq  then 
time  to  appeal  to  the  workers,  the  indus- 
trious men  of  this  city,  to  consider  this 
poolroom  curse  on  this  community.  H''hcv

Kosciusko  Meeting. 

The  church  at  Kosciusko  has  just  closed  a 
very  gracious  and  in  many  respects  a very 
remarkable  meeting.  The  meeting  started 
the  second  Sunday,  June  12th,  and  contin- 
ued eleven  days.  The  time  seemed  to  be 
ripe.  The  people  were  ready  and  the  Holy 
Spirit  was  present  in  great  powerfrom  the 
start.  There  were  eight  additions  to  the 
church  the  first  day  and  from  then  until 
the  close,  not  a day  passed  without  one  or 
more  additions,  the  total  additions  reach- 
ing  thirty-one,  eleven  of  these  by  baptism. 

After  the  first  day  we  had  with  us  Rev. 
I.  N.  Penick,  pastor  at  Martin,  Tenn.,  who 
did  tht  preaching  thereafter  most  accepta- 
bly. The  notable  features  of  the  meeting

were  first  a deep,  anxious  sense  of  the  need 
of  a deep  and  widespread  revival  in  thet 
church  and  town.  Wc  have  a very  ex- 
ceedingly worldly  town  and  the  Baptist 
church  has  practically  stood  alone  in  her 
efforts  to  withstand  the  tide  which  has 
well  nigh  enveloped  the  church  life  of  the 
town;  As  is  always  the  result  when  Chris- 
tian people  go  out  after  the  dance,  the  card 
party,  the  theater  and  every  other  form  of 
“popular  ungodliness,”  the  standard  of 
Christian  living  had  reached  a very  disrep- 
utably state.  The  Baptist  church  has 
been  practically  clear  of  these  things  but 
we  have  been  awfully  limited  by  the  »ins  of 
other^. 

Another  notable  feature  of  the  meeting 
was  the  spirit  of  true  gospel  power  in  our 
Bro.  Penick’s  preaching.  He  truly  came  to 
us  “in  the  power  and  demonstration  of  the 
Spirit  and  was  in  every  respect  the  man 
lor  the  time. 

Penick  is  nearer  my  idea  of  a preacher 
than  a|ny  man  1 ever  heard.  He  lived  lie* 
fore  us  and  held  out  to  us  in  his  preaching 
the  veify  highest  ideal  of  Christiun  lilt  and 
services.  He  preaches  nearly  altogether 
upon  the  doctrines  of  grace.  His  oth*  ap-  ^ 
peal  tel  the  sinner,  as  well  as  the  Christian 
is:  “Don’t  you  want  a Savior  like  phis — 
don’t  Vou  want  to  serve  a God  like  this.'” 
He  made  every  way  ward  Christian  afham- 
ed  of  hjmself  and  brought  many  of  them  to 
repentance  and  renewed  consecration.  He 
made  every  sinner  see  his  sin  against  God 
and  brought  many  of  them  to  repentance 
and  to  a saving  faith  in  the  “God  of  all 
grace.’  After  all,  my  brethren,  is  not  this 
the  way  to  preach?  A revival  under  such 
-preaching  is  lasting;  und  professions  of 
faith  under  such  preaching  arc  genuine  and 
abiding.  The  great  number  of  conversions 
and  the  good  number  of  additions  ti>  the 
church  kvere  a most  natural  consequence 
and  the  reaping  time  has  not  really  begun. 
^Another  striking  thing  in  connection 
with  the  meeting,  which  could  not  be 
called  a feature  of  the  meeting,  was  thjrsad 
fact  thq.t  three  times  during  the  meeting 
the  pastor  was  called  upon  to  conduct  a 
funeral.  On  Friday  of  the  first  weyk  of 
the  meeting  our  much  beloved  sister,  A.  J. 
Atkinson  wife  of  our  senior  deacon, |A.J. 
Atkinson,  was  struck  with  paralysis  and 
died  in  a few  hours.  .She  was  a choice 
spirit.  President  of  the  Ladies  Aid  and 
teacher  in  the  Sunday  School.  She  w as  at 
church  Thursday  before  her  death  Friday 
night.  I .close  my  first  year’s  pastorate 
here  with  June,  and  this  dear  sister  was  the 
first  to  leave  us  by  death.  The  Ldfd  is 
ever  loving  and  while  be  saw  fit  to  take 
some,  h<  at  the  same  time  gave  us  many 
others. 

The  meeting  has  left  our  church  In  a 
happy,  prosperous  condition.  Bro.  Penick 
captured  us  all.  His  preaching  is  so  plain 
that  everybody  can  not  only  understand, 
but  they  cannot  help  but  understand.  It 
is  delightful  to  have  the  help  of  such  a 
sympathizing,  loving  fellow  pastor.

J.  W Bethea,  a prominent  citizen  and  phy- 
sician and  a pious  man.  He  was  attempt- 
ing to  cross  the  R.  R-  track  in  his  buggy 
near  the  large  saw  mill  of  the  Fernwood 
Lumber  Co;,  and  a freight  train  being  there 
afj  the  time,  he  was  evidently  not  aware  of 
the  near  approach  of  the  fast  mail,  which 
was  coming  at  high  speed.  Report  says 
that  his  horse  either  became  frightened  or 
unmanagable,  and  before  he  could  do  any- 
thing, the  great  engine  struck  him,  causing 
instant  death  and  carrying  his  body  quite 
a distance  down  the  track.  Such  a shock 
this  section  has  seldom  had.  As  his  pastor 
remarked  at  the  funeral,  ‘Dr.  Bethea  was 
universally  respected  while  living,  and  so 
j hf  is  universally  mourned  when  dead.”  He 
Was  a useful  man  and  added  to  his  piety 
he  was  ever  pheerlul  and  bright,  carrying 
comfort  and  encouragement  to  others.

The  Necessity  of  S.  8 Teaching  to  Ob- 
tain  the  Heat  Results  in  Kducat* 
ing  oiis  Youths. 

Man  is  a progressive  being,  susceptible 
of  development,  mentally,  physically,  and 
morally,  and  while  the  soul  may  havcliet  n 
created  perfect,  yet  its  habitation  and  the 
powers  that  exert  an  influence  over  it,  nat- 
urally and  for  the  good  and  evil  of  all  its 
associates,  may  be  so  dwarfed  and  ineffi- 
cient that  the  possession  of  a soul,  that 
will  respond  to  religious  and  moral  influ- 
ences, may  hardly  be  perceptible.  Otf  the 
other  hand,  the  moral  and  mental  nature 
may  be  so  developed  and  trained  that  the 
reflex  influence  of  the  soul  through  these 
channels  may  become  a power  that  will 
dominate  nations  and  proclaim  to  the  most 


careless  observer  that  "Man  was  created 
a little  lower  than  the  angels.”  For  ex- 
ample of  the  one,  we  have  the  lowest  spec 
iruens  of  the  savage  race ; of  the  other,  we 
have  the  best  specimens  of  our  twentieth 
century  civilization.  lathe  consideration 
of  these  we  are  led  to  ask  why  this  vast 
difference?  Surely  a just  God  did  not  cre- 
ate men  so  widely  different  in  the  begin- 
ning. History,  sacred  and  profanl,  refute 
that  idea  and  we  are  bound  to  admit  that 
this  difference  is  created  by  the  influences 
that  have  been  exerted  through  successive 
generations  upon  their  moral,  mental,  and 
physical  natures.  Granting  this,  suppose 
we  take  an  individual  of  the  first  named 
class.  As  he  now  exists  we  have  a pigmy 
in  moral,  mental  and  physical  strength. 

I am  told  that  the  lower  savage  races  have 
physical  strength  barely  sufficient  to  ena- 
ble them  to  eke  out  a precarious  existence. 
Suppose  we  take  one  of  this  class  and  place 
him  in  such  surroundings  as  will  best  con- 
tribute to  his  physical  development  and 
continue  this  through  successive  genera- 
tions, and  we  will  ultimately  have  a being 
superbly  developed  physically;  in  other 
words,  a superb  animal.  While  we  have 
made  one  step,  we  are  still  far  short  of  the 
destiny  for  which  God  created  man,  for  we 
cannot  conceive  of  the  idea  that  man  was 
created  to  become  a first-class  gladiator  or 
prize  fighter. 

Suppose  we  advance  another  step 'and 
place  a specimen  of  this  physically  develop- 
ed race  amid  such  environments  and  under 
such  influences  as  will  bring  about  the 
highest  mental  as  well  an  physical  develop- 
ment, and  what  have  we  then?  History 
tells  us  that  the  crowds  that  took  pleasure 
in  seeing  men  destroy  each  other  in  the 
Roman  and  Grecian  amphitheatres,  had  a 
mental  culture  far  beyond  anything  that 
has  existed  since  that  tiime.  We  are  told 
that  the  language  of  Poesy  was  the  vehi- 
cle for  the  interchange  of  thoughts  in  their 
ordinary  social  intercourse,  but  the  civili- 
zation built  upon  this  foundation  soon  be- 
came rotten  to  the  core. 

But  suppose  we  take  a specimen  develop- 
ed physically  and  mentally  and  surround 
him  through  successive  generations  with 
influences  that  develop  the  moral  nature 
in  accordance  with  the  teaching  of  the 
Book  He  has  given  us  as  a rule  and  guide 
for  our  faith  and  actions.  Then,  and  only 
then,  do  we  have  the  development  calcu- 
lated to  fulfill  the  destiby  of  that  being 
whom  God  created  in  His  own  image  and 
made  a little  lower  than  the  angels. 

While  I would  not  depreciate  home  train- 
ing and  believe  that  the  family  circle  is  the 
only  place  where  the  foundations  of  that 
suhlimest  of  all  structures,  a well-develop- 
ed moral  character,  can  be  laid,  yet  the  in- 
termingling of  the  different  families  in  the 
fctudy  of  the  Holy  Scriptnres  produces  re- 
sults that  act  as  an  incentive  to  the  acqui- 
sition of  moral  truths  that  can  be  attained 
by  no  other  method.  Again,  where  a Sun- 
day School  is  conducted  in  connection  with 
and  as  an  adjunct  of  the  church,  it  trains 
the  young  people  to  work  harmoniously 
together,  and  when  the  Holy  Spirit  touch- 
«•  their  hearts  and  claims  them  as  His  own, 
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we.jhave  not  raw  material  who,  be  they 
evey  so  willing,  must  be  developed  hefore 
th»  can  be  efficient  workers  in  His  vine- 
yafjj,  but  a well-trained  and  disciplined 
force  who  are  ready  to  take  an  active  part 
in  the  advancement  of  all  the  fostered  ob- 
jecfjp  of  the  church  in  an  orderly  manner 
tha^  can  be  productive  of  only  good  re- 
sulfjB,  and  my  observation  has  been  that 
no  church  can  maintain  a healthy  growth 
without  a good  working  Sunday  School 
in  connection  with  it.

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A Pretty  Story  About  Mrs.  Spurgeon. 

How  Mrs.  Spurgeon  bore  herself  in  tbe 
fire  of  affliction  her  friends  know  well.  She 
was  very  brave  and  patient  and  sweet. 
\et  at  times  she  had  her  sad  and  despond* 
ing  hours.  A curious  experience  she  had 
on  one  occasion  after  a long  sickness  is 
worth  repeating : “At  the  close  of  a very 
dark  and  gloomy  day,”  she  says,  “I  lay 
resting  on  my  couch  as  the  night  drew 
on,  and,  though  all  was  bright  in  my  cosy 
room,  some  of  the  external  darkness  seem- 
ed to  have  entered  into  my  soul,  and  ob- 
scured its  spiritual  vision.  Vainly  I tried 
to  see  the  Divine  hand  which  I knew  held 
mine,  and  guide]  my  tog-envelloped  feet 
along  a steep  and  slippery  path  of  suffer- 
ing. In  sorrow  of  heart  I asked,  ‘Why 
does  my  Lord  thus  deal  witlh  His  child? 
Why  does  He  so  often  send  sharp  nnd  bit- 
ter pains  to  visit  me?  Why  docs  He  per- 
mit lingering  weakness  to  hinder  the  sweet 
service  I long  to  render  His  poor  subjects?’ 
These  fretful  questions  were  quickly  an- 
swered and,  though  in  a strange  language, 
no  interpreter  was  needed,  save  the  con- 
scious whisper  of  my  own  heart.” 

"I*or  a while,”  remarks  Mrs.  Spurgeon, 
“silence  reigned  in  the  little  room,  broken 
only  by  the  crackling  of  the  oak  log  burn- 
ing on  the  hearth.  Suddenly  I heard  the 
sweet,  soft  sound  of  a little,  clear,  musical 
note,  like  the  tender  thrill  of  a robin,  be- 
neath my  window.  ‘What  can  that  lie?’  I 
said  to  my  companion,  who  was  dozing  m 
the  firelight;  ‘surely  no  bird  can  lie  singing 
out  there  at  this  time  ot  the  year  nnd  the 
night?’  We  listened,  and  again  heard  the 
faint,  plaintive  notes,  so  sweet,  so  melodi- 
ous, yet  mysterious  enough  to  provoke  for 
a moment  our  undisguised  wonder  Pres- 
ently my  friend  exclaimed,  ‘It  comes  from 
the  log  on  the  fire!’  and  we  soon  ascertain- 
ed that  her  surmise  was  correct  The  fire 
was  letting  loose  the  imprisoned  music 
from  the  old  oak’s  inmost  heart.” 

And  Mrs  Spurgeon  turned  this  incident 
into  a helpiul  and  comforting  parable. 
“Perchance,”  she  said,  “the  oak  had  gar- 
nered up  this  song  in  the  days  when  all 
went  well  with  him,  when  birds  twittered 
merily  on  his  branches,  and  the  soft  sun-' 
light  flecked  his  tender  leaves  with  gold ; 
but  he  had  grown  old  since  then  and  hard- 
ened ; ring  after  ring  of  knotty  growth  had 
sealed  up  the  long  forgotten  melody,  until 
the  fierce  tongues  of  the  flames  came  to 
consume  his  callousness,  and  the  vehement 
heat  of  the  fire  wrung  from  him  at  once  a 
song  and  a sacrifice  Ah ! thought  I, when 
the  fire  of  affliction  draws  songs  of  praite 
from  us,  then  indeed  we  are  purified,  and 
our  God  is  glorified.  Some  of  as  are 
like  the  old,  oak  log— cold,  hard  and  insen- 
sible; we  should  give  forth  no  melodious 
sounds  were  it  not  tor  the  fire  which  kin- 
dles around  us,  and  releases  tender  notes 
of  trust  in  Him  and  cheerful  compliance 
with  his  will.  Singing  in  the  fire!  Yes! 
God  helping  us,  if  that  Is  the  only  way  to 
get  harmony  out  of  those  hard,  apathetic 
hearts,  let  the  furnace  be  heated  seven 
times  hotter  than  before.— Southern  Bap.

“Why  Young  Men  Attend  Church.’ 

On  Monday  night,  June  20.  the  Vaughn 
class  of  Calvary  Baptist  Church,  Washing- 
ington,  D.  C , held  its  annual  banquet. 
An  excellent  program  every  way  is  re- 
ported. Prof.  Mitchell  Carroll,  of  the 
Columbian  University,  spoke  on  above 
subject. 

In  the  course  of  his  speech,  Prof.  Carroll 
presented  statistics  showing  the  church 
memliership  in  the  United  States  to  be  51.8 
per  cent  of  the  total  population  over 
twelve  years  of  age.  Of  these  +3  per  cent, 
are  men..,  In  regard  to  memliership  of 
young  men,  h«  said  the  percentage  is  good, 
as  6,000,000  out  of  the  14,250,000  young 
men  of  the  country  are  regular  attendants 
at  churches 

He  said  they  go  to  church  because  there 
are  found  influences  which  give  them 
strength  to  combat  temptations.  He 
pointed  out  four  great  influences  at  work 
for  the  upbuilding  of  young  mqnhood. 
(1)  Good  fellowship;  (2)  the  pasfoj-j;  (3j) 
public  worship,  and  (4)  and  greatest,  tht 
message  from  the  pulpit. 

“I  name  finally  what  most  of  all  at- 
tracts men  to  the  chufch— the  message  de- 
livered to  the  congregation  by  the  pastor,” 
he  said.  “It  is  true  that  the  average  ser- 
mon is  vapid  and  meaningless  to  the  young 
man  of  thought  and  activity.  Yet  wheA 
the  good  news  is  preached— as  we  hear  it 
every  Sunday — there  is  always  something 
that  reaches  through  the  intelligence  into 
the  heart.  Young  men  want  living,  burn- 
ing thought  in  the  pulpit,  a message  from 
the  heart  of  humanity,  and  from  the 
Scriptures  as  an  interpretation  of  life. 

“Religion  is  the  life  of  God  in  the  soul  of 
man;  and  the  message  from  the  pulpit 
should  seek  to  impart  that  life.  Religion, 
as  has  been  said,  is  an  inward  spiritual 
force,  to  be  applied  to  every  problem  of 
life;  and  it  appeals  to  the  will  rather  than 
to  the  intellect ; to  the  intuitions,  and  to 
the  affections.” 

After  all,  while  there  may  be  several 
things  which  attract  men  to  church,  the 
message  pulsating  with  life  and  light  must 
ever  lie  the  central  attraction  to  young 
men  and  all  others.
